by m ilitary procedures which ignore the 
rights of noncombatants. And so the H it­ 
lerites, who deciv ilized Germany 
itself, 
are now rapidly deciv ilizing the rest of the 
world, through the fighting methods th e y 
nsake it necessary for assaulted nations to 
use for their own surv iv al. 


Nazi Psychology 
An American correspondent repatriated 
from a German prison camp report* that 
Nazi propaganda for domestic consum p­ 
tion is now aimed at building up a fierce, 
consum ing hatred of Americans. He offers 
ex amples, among them the following, from 
a Berlin newspaper, by Nazi 
labor 
boss 
Robert L e y : 
"Hate! H ate! 
H ate! 
Ev ery 
German 
m ust hate the gangsters, the 
murderers, 
the assassins who come from the center of 
world J ew ry and capitalism — the United 
States of Am erica.” 
Nazi propaganda has had its effectiv e 
moments. It sold the German 
people 
a 
hopped-up. 
sadistic, 
pseudo-my thological 
>ill of goods. 
But 
this 
ex ample 
seems 
hardly worthy of a race (as they prefer 
•o be know n) which has produced a 
good 
hare of the world’s influential 
philoso­ 
phers and perceptiv e analy sts of 
human 
ehav ior. It must seem aw fully transpar­ 
ent to any German who still practices the 
forbidden pleasure of thinking for himself. 
The fact that we hate what we fear was 
me of m an’s earlier psy chological discov ­ 
eries. And surely the 
thinking 
German 
'an see in these hy sterical ex hortations to 
.laired that fear of another 
great 
power 
bas gripped the official Nazi heart. 
It is v ery encouraging to be hated 
by 
y azi Germany . F irst France 
and 
Eng- 
und w’ere the v illains, then England alone, 
hen R ussia— oh, w hat an ogre Russia was, 
'nd the stronger she became 
the 
more 
J readful Bolshev ism appeared. N ow 
the 
United States is strong 
enough to be the 
Mir get of howls and sniv els. 
The typical 
Nazi is a 
ty pical 
bully . 
That is a safe, prov ed generality . He first 
tries to intim idate a weaker opponent w ith 
itruts. scowls, and 
frig hte n in g 
screams. 
When hi- has assured himself 
that the re­ 
tu rn blow w o n ’t hurt, he strikes. 
But if 
the r e tu r n blow begins to smart, he sud­ 
denly assumes the injured look of outraged 
innocence and accuses his fo rm e r v ictim of

Diet and Health 


Infants' Skin Irritations 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


THE BABY’S akin should be 
thoroughly cleansed, dried and 
powdered before putting en the 
clean diaper. And ev en then nap­ 
kin area rashes or diaper rashes 
may occur. Many mothers assume

that these are all of the same 
kind and primarily due to the re­ 
action of the baby’s delicate skin 
to filth, but while this is the pri­ 
mary factor in most instances, 
theta are sev eral other kinds of 
diaper rash and each requires its 
own form of treatm ent 
The simple form is a mild in­ 
flammatory reaction of the skin 
to either ammoniacal or acid dis­ 
charge. 
It is an irrita’ion not 
an infection. There is no break 
in the skin and the redness and 
itching are the result of an irri­ 
tativ e process showing in the re­ 
sponse of the blood v essels (red­ 
ness) and nerv e endings (itch­ 
ing) of the skin. Nearly ev ery 
baby reared in a state of civ iliza­ 
tion 
experiences 
some 
degree, 
mild to aev ere, of this condition. 
The treatment and prev ention 
of this relativ ely simple form of 
dermatitis is common sense selec­ 
tion, care and washing of the 
diapers. There is no rule about 
how 
often 
diapers 
should 
be 
changed and depending on chang­ 
ing conditions an 
the state of 
irritation of the young hopeful’s 
behind the ritual of changing and 
cleansing should he observ ed as 
often as indicated. The soiled nap­ 
kins should be washed in snap 
ary water (not washing soda) and 
then soaked in a mild antiseptic 
solution (saturated boracic acid) 
and rinsed and dried thoroughly. 
Treatment for Impetigo 
But complications may occur to 
this simple irritativ e dermatitis. 
The skin may become macerated 
and broken and germs get in 


causing impetigo, as the pustular 
eruptions of the skin are called 
in technical language. This may 
take the form of discreet abscesses 
or ulcers, or may be a pretty dif­ 
fuse infiltration of the skin with 
pustular secretion and debris for­ 
mation. The treatment here is by 
the application of some germicidal 
ag* nt such as 2 per cent silv er 
nitrate solution or ammoniated 
mercury ointment, or, nowadays I 
suppose, the most popular is some 
form of sulfa drug ointment. If 
silv er nitrate is used the applica­ 
tion should be followed by a sooth­ 
ing ointment such as zinc oxide. 
Yeast and ringworm infections 
are other* that may superimpose 
themselv es on the simple napkin 
dermatitis. Here the use of Whit­ 
field’s ointment is naturally indi­ 
cated. 
In fact in any stubborn 
rash in this area which does not 
respond to the measures of clean­ 
liness, soothing lotions and pu.« - 
germ antiseptics, it is proper to 
suspect ringworm as the causativ e 
factor. 
Rash On Baby ’s Heeia 
A perfectly natural complica­ 
tion of any of these conditions is 
that the rash may appear on the 
baby’s heels. N atural because the 
baby’s kicking* whilst lying on its 
back during changing time bring 
the heels into contact with the in­ 
fected surface. 
Still another form which resists 
stubbornly all the ordinary meth­ 
ods of treatm ent outlined abov e is 
scabies, or itch. It is due to the 
entrance of the itch mite into the 
skin. In infants, in fact, this part 
of the skin is the site of election 
for the infestation of the itch 
mite: in adults, of course, it is 
th 
web between the fingers. Once 
the diagnosis is established the 
treatment should be by balsam 
of Peru, because v ery young chil­ 
dren do not react well to sulphur, 
which is the standard drug for 
the treatm ent of scabies in adults. 
Howev er it may hav e to he used 
if results are not obtained by other 
methods.
